In the words going before , Petey had not ſo much Faith, Paraphra-

T hat we firne «gairſt Knowledge, and againſt 
Mercy, The &iſtinQtion of firnes of ignorance, of weak- 
reſſe, «rd preſurption : the excu'atleneſſe and inexculpble- 
reſſe of ſinne, ariſeth from this ground, In the aRions of 
God roward us, both the bleſſings ard deliverances which 
we receive, are much illuſtrated and magnified by the cir- 
cumſtances of ſo great « God, that it is not lawfull for us to 
endeavc urto expreſſe how great hee is; he being great with» 
out meaſure, that he ſhould have loved us firſt, us ſo ſmall, 
even before vve vvere, ard ſuch, even his enemies, and ſo 
much,and ſo greatly, that he ſpared not. his ovvne Sonne 
to Cie for us, ſpared not his ovvne Spirit to dvyell vvith us, 
Thus we ſee how this love is magnified and multiplyed by 
the circumſtances which make ic a great love, « manifold 
love, a wonderfull love, So 18 it alſo in Divine deliverances 
both of his people in the times of che ojd Teſtament, of his 
Church in the times of the Nevv Teſtament, and of particu- 
lar perſons in both crimes, The Circumſtances adde much 
light ard Juſtre untothem, co. endeare them the more unto 
vs, No man can thinke upon the deliverance of the people of 
God from Egypr, and from Babylow, and of the Chri 
Church from perſccution, but he muſt ſpend a great part. of 
his thoughts upon the circumſtances of che Deliverances, The 
Del verances from the Armado, from the Powder-Treaſon, 
from the enemie ſince the beginning of this VVarre, are 
great in ſubſtance, but each one of them is alſo admirable in 
the circumſtances, And who can medicate upon the pre.

P/al.18.36, 
2, The ſeaſonableneſſe and opportunity of this Delive- The ſcaſonable- 
rance is manifeſt by two things z one was, when the Sea "<fic thereof.

other was, when he was brought very low in his owne ſenſe, 
Ic is familiar in Scripture ro compare the Enemies of the 
Church co the raging waves of the Sea : whenthe enemie is 
moſt arrogant and proud, and when the Church and people 
of God are beginning to ſipke, then is the opportunity of the 
deſtrution of che one, atd deliverance of the other : for in 
that nick of time, is the hand & power of God moſt diſcern- 
able to his ovvn glory, then is the confuſion of the m_ 
moſt terrible, then is the deliverance of the Godly 
vvorderfu)l, and comfortable.
